C  'J  veryone  is  enthusiastic  about  trees.  Nature  is  returning 
g  tto  the  city,  where  we  need  it.  People  have  become 
V — s  fierce  in  their  defense  of  urban  trees,  although  at  times 
with  mistaken  enthusiasm.  Recently  on  Capitol  Hill,  a  land¬ 
mark  tree  being  properly  pruned  was 
quickly  surrounded  with 
angry  neighbors  fearing  its 
removal.  Only  after  repeated 
explanations  was  the  crowd 
appeased.  There  are  many 
examples  of  appropriate 

tree  removal  in  the  mike  lee,  the  arbor  fund 

Arboretum  being  met  with  hostile  reactions. 

What  is  missing  from  this  admirable  tree  consciousness  is 
real  understanding  about  how  trees  grow.  Trees  in  the  city  are 
like  children.  They  need  careful  planting,  nurturing  and  train¬ 
ing  if  they  are  to  reach  a  healthy  maturity. 

The  rebirth  of  arboreal  consciousness  was  spawned  in 
the  1970’s  with  Marvin  Black  and  the  creation  of  the  office  of 
City  Arborist.  We  are  inheriting  a  legacy  of  his  aggressive 


planting,  with  Forward  Thrust  funds,  of  thousands  of  street 
trees  on  major  arterials.  With  the  number  of  street  trees  now 
beginning  to  mature,  a  drive  around  Seattle 
tells  an  impressive  story.  The  stretch 
of  40th  Avenue  North  resembles 
a  venerable  English  allee  with 

scarlet  oaks  touching 
over  the  road. 

City  arborists  since 
Marvin  Black  have  done 
an  impressive  job  of 
organizing  plantings  and 
recommending  varieties  of  trees  that  correct 
many  of  the  most  obvious  problems  of  the  past. 

Heaving  sidewalks,  clogged  drains  and  dangerous  storm 
damage  are  being  addressed  by  more  problem  free  trees  and 
planting  policies. 

The  sycamores  planted  at  Seattle  Center  present  a  perfect 
case.  The  city  wanted  quick  green  effects  for  the  1962  World’s

uring  the  dog  days  of  high 
summer,  the  smoldering,  pas¬ 
sionate  colors  come  into  their 
own.  In  spring  and  early  summer,  when 
all  is  freshness  and  new  beginnings, 
heavy,  smoky  colors  can  seem  sulky,  out 
of  sympathy  with  the  season.  Now  the 
dark  tones  sing  out,  brought  to  perfec- 
}  tion  by  heat  and  the  potent  light  of  an 
August  afternoon.  Beside  them,  creams 
and  silvers  glimmer  like  stones  in  moon¬ 


light,  making  an  understated  contrast  to 
the  explosive  qualities  of  volcanic  reds 
and  ember  oranges. 

A  little  of  this  intensity  goes  a  long 
way,  however.  In  a  large  garden,  a 
series  of  small  but  vibrant  combinations 
can  be  judiciously  arranged  to  lighten 
solid  masses  of  foliage  where  early 
bloomers  have  made  their  bow  and  left 
the  stage.  In  a  very  small  garden,  a  sin¬ 
gle  flaming  floral  eruption  might  be  the 


culmination  of  a  long  run  of  gentler  tints 
of  rose  and  cream.  Let  mauve  build  to 
rose  and  ruby,  lavender  to  murky  pur¬ 
ples,  slate  and  steel  to  midnight  and 
thundercloud.  The  effect  will  be  both 
delicate  and  powerful,  as  befits  this  sul¬ 
try,  sensuous  season.

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NHS  LOSES  A  PAST  PRESIDENT

/'  l  n  December  31,  1996,  as  many 
f  a  of  us  were  about  to  celebrate  the 
V-/  start  of  a  new  year,  the  life  of  a 
gardening  friend  —  Sallie  Dawn 
(Horning)  Allen  —  came  quietly  to  an 
end.  A  staunch  supporter  of  the 
University  of  Washington  and  particularly 
its  Arboretum,  Sallie  was  the  second  presi¬ 
dent  of  NHS  and  one  of  its  16  founding 
members.  Small  in  physical  stature,  yet 
large  in  her  influence  on  our  fledgling 
organization  in  its  earliest  years,  Sallie  will 
probably  best  be  remembered  for  her 
interest  in  alpine  plants,  her  editorship  of 
the  Northwest  Ornamental  Horticultural 
Society  (as  we  once  called  ourselves) 
Newsletter,  and  her  Collector’s  Corner  sec- 


two  children,  Susie  and  Danny,  and  a 
highly  respected  collection  of  plants. 

Her  home  would  later  be  called 
Heathwood  Cottage  Nursery  where  her 
interest  in  and  specimens  of  quality 
native  plants,  unusual  alpines  and  dwarf 
rock  garden  species  would  be  available 
to  all. 

Sallie  was  a  member  of  most 
gardening  groups,  but  probably  enjoyed 
NHS,  The  Arboretum  Foundation,  and 
the  American  Rock  Garden  Society 
(ARGS)  the  most.  For  the  latter,  she  was 
deeply  involved,  serving  as  both  the  local 
chapter  Correspondence  Secretary  and 
three  successive  terms  on  the  ARGS 
National  Board  of  Directors.  To  say  she

Sallie  was  born  June  7,  1925,  in  Seattle,  but  spent  the  first 
five  years  of  her  life  in  Japan.  Perhaps  it  was  this  early  intro¬ 
duction  to  the  orient  that  would  ultimately  stimulate  a  deep 
interest  in  the  Asian  flora  and  particularly  the  plants  for  which 
we  have  a  western  expression  (Vaccinium,  Gaultheria, 
Rhododendron).  Sallie  graduated  from  Edmonds  High  School 
in  1943  and  the  University  of  Washington.  Those  who  got  to 
know  Sallie  learned  quickly  how  proud  she  was  of  her  Kappa 
Kappa  Gamma  sorority  affiliation. 

She  married  Rodney  B.  Allen  on  August  20,  1949,  and 
together  they  resided  in  Lake  Forest  Park  where  they  raised 


was  active  and  widely  recognized  is  an  understatement. 

We  of  NHS  owe  a  great  debt  to  Sallie  for  her  many 
(30  or  so)  years  as  a  volunteer  at  our  plant  sales,  our  meet¬ 
ings,  our  lectures  and  as  an  editor  of  our  first  serial  publica¬ 
tion.  She  brought  much  skill,  enthusiasm  and  character  to 
our  organization  —  and  humor  and  warmth  to  our  lives. 

She  will  be  missed  but  not  forgotten.  With  others  who 
preceded  her,  she  forms  the  foundation,  if  not  the  heart, 
of  our  institution.  E3

They  were  also  planted  much  too  close¬ 
ly.  After  many  removals  and  repaired 
sidewalks,  not  to  mention  lawsuits,  they 
are  magnificent  for  their  mottled  bark, 
but  still  problematic  and  probably  would 
not  be  replanted,  at  least  in  the  side¬ 
walks. 

Some  knowledge  of  trees  is  a 
necessity.  The  planting  of  Leyland 
cypress  at  the  Montlake  entry  to  the 
University  of  Washington  is  a  more 


recent  example  of  shortsighted  planting. 
Fast  growing  and  valuable  for  screening, 
the  Leyland  nearly  always  needs  pruning 
or  it  becomes  rank  and  top  heavy.  At 
the  University  site,  there  was  not  even  a 
five  year  period  of  suitability,  and  now 
they  are  overgrown  and  dangerous.  The 
solution  to  the  cypress  is  a  chain  saw, 
but  it  is  unfortunate  to  waste  a  good 
opportunity.  Clumps  of  smaller  decidu¬ 
ous  trees  such  as  the  golden  locust, 
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Robinia  pseudoacacia  ‘Frisia’,  with 
clumps  of  English  holly  would  light  up 
|k  this  very  focal  planting. 

Successful  public  plantings  include 
the  front  of  the  downtown  Seattle  Art 
Museum  where  the  planting  of  ever¬ 
green  oak  is  proving  very  successful 
with  a  minimum  of  care.  Small  scale, 
tough  evergreen  trees  will  always  be  an 
asset.  This  is  a  better  solution  than  the 
over-planted  evergreen  magnolia,  which 
is  a  messy  tree  with  indestructible  leaves 
that  do  not  break  down,  and  brittle 
branches  that  break  in  any  snow.  The 
pyramidal  hornbeam  has  been  a  happy 
answer  for  designers  wanting  a  fine  tex¬ 
tured,  symmetrical,  medium  size  tree,  as 
the  planting  along  19th  Avenue  East 
clearly  illustrates. 

The  problem  is  that  trees  keep 
growing  and  need  knowledgeable 
|j  attention  at  several  critical  points  in  their 
growth.  Proper  planting  of  appropriate 
varieties  is  only  the  starting  point. 

“As  the  branch  is  bent,  so  the  tree 
grows,”  quotes  Arthur  Lee  Jacobson, 
author  of  “The  Trees  of  Seattle.”  Trees 
need  protection  when  they  are  young, 
guidance  as  they  go  through  adoles¬ 
cence,  and  watchful  maintenance  as  they 
mature.  They  even  need  thoughtful 
removal  when  they  age  beyond  useful¬ 
ness  and  their  problems  outweigh  their 
benefits. 

The  care  of  trees  in  the  city  is  a 
somewhat  complicated  arrangement 
between  the  Department  of  Engineering, 
the  Parks  Department,  Seattle  City'  Light 
and  individual  property  owners. 
Architects  and  landscape  designers  want 
handsome  trees  that  enhance  the  struc¬ 
ture  of  their  buildings.  What  is  frequent¬ 
ly  missing  is  a  plan  and  a  budget  for 
maintenance.  The  staking  and  root 
protection,  essential  for  their  early 
growth,  must  be  removed  in  a  timely 
fashion,  or  they  strangle  the  tree.  Lower 
and  weak  branching  must  be  removed. 
Predictable  future  problems,  many 


of  them  costly,  can  be  eliminated  by 
knowledgeable  foresight.  The  practice 
now  is  to  wait  until  there  is  a  complaint 
or  a  notable  problem.  All  too  often  this 
multiplies  costs  in  legal  and  damage 
control  areas.  A  wiser  and  more  effec¬ 
tive  policy  would  be  to  survey  the  City’s 
trees,  even  just  every  four  or  five  years, 
to  anticipate  and  solve  potential  prob¬ 
lems.  A  booklet,  much  like  the  City 
Arborist’s  tree  selection  pamphlet,  could 
be  created  and  distributed  to  help  edu¬ 
cate  the  property  owners. 

There  is  need  for  more  awareness, 
as  well  as  enforceable  policy,  in  the 
management  of  Seattle’s  trees.  They  are 
an  investment  that  adds  character  to  all 
aspects  of  city  life,  and  need  nurturing  at 
every  stage  of  their  life.  There  is  an 
abundance  of  knowledgeable  arborists  in 
Seattle.  Plant  Amnesty  has  made  great 


efforts  to  educate  the  public  on  alterna¬ 
tives  to  view  topping.  These  groups,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Seattle  City 
Arborist,  work  together  to  educate  the 
public  concerning  the  proper  manage¬ 
ment  of  “our  green  friends”  in  the  city. 
To  get  ahead  of  the  problem  is  more 
cost  effective  than  to  chase  along  behind 
a  predictable,  and  invariably  losing, 
situation.  IS
